Men Of Many Trades Of 
Numerous Skills Make 
Up Air Force 


In the British Commonwealth 
Air Training Plan, it is estimated 
that one in ten airmen, forming the 
complement of a ‘‘flight’”’, can be 
classed as pilots, Organization and 
administration, repair and inspec- 
tion of aircraft and equipment, 
aeronautical development and a 
multitude of other duties absorb 
the services of many men vital to 
the actual flying operations. 

Hence a wide variety of occupa- 
tions and trades will be incorpora- 
tedinto the Air Force. Qualifica- 
tions for some of these illustrate 
the highly specialized nature of 
the work Aero engine mechanics, 
with a thorough knowledge of in- 
ternal combustion engines and 
famiilar with the methods of fitt. 
ing bearings, piston and piston 
rings, valve grinding and engine 
timing, are required to keep the 
equipment in top shape: Then 
there are armament artificers, 
These must be capable of over- 
havling, repairing and testing 
rifles, machine guns, bombs, arm- 
ament and other equipment used. 
The armament artificer should as 
well, havea working knowledge of 
explosives and understand the 
use of metal working machinery, 

Cooks must have not only a 
thorough knowledge of cooking, 
but also of meat.cutting,-sierage 
of perishables and defrosting of 
meats and fish. 

Men taken on as clerks must be 
capable of taking dictation at the 
rate of 75 words per minute and 
to type at arate of 40 words per 
minute. They must be familiar 
with filing systems and general 
accounting. 


The term disciplinarian has been 
applied to men who will have 
charge of of the physical training 
of recruits. They must be compe- 
tent in the instruction and super- 
vision of physical training classes, 
have a knowleédge of military drill 
be proficient in fencing boxing and 
gymnastics and be ready to take 
on coaching duties in various forms 
of athletics, 

Electriciansin the Air Force are 
expected to have a working know- 
ledge of motors, generators and 
batteries anda practical knowledge 
of materials used in the trade. The 
electrician must be able todiag- 
nose faultsin circuits and electric- 
al appara‘us, and read wiring dia- 
grams, 

The fabric worker must be fam- 
iliar with cutting, machining and 
fitting of fabric to aircraft, be 
capable to sewing by hand and of 
applying all types of paints, dopes 
and varnishes. 

A knowledge of the heat treat. 
ment of tools, springs and instru- 
ment parts 1s a necessary qualifi- 
cation for instrument repairers. 
They must know the physical pro. 
perties of materials used in instru- 
ments, to be able to read working 
drawings, bave a knowledge of 
electricity, magnetism, general 
physics and mechanics, ;

The residents of Crossfield ‘and 
District were silent with griet when 
on Tuesday morning, May 14, word 
was received that Mrs. Rowland 
Amery had passed away at her 
home, Although Mrs. Amery’s 
condition had been critical for 
some time, the news of her death 
was a shock to the community, as 
she had mingled with them until 
the last tew weeks, when she was 
confined to her home. 


Mrs. Amery was born in Crystal, 
N. Dakota. She joined the Meth- 
odist Church at the age of fourteen 
yeats and was educated in the 
States, having taught school in the 
city of Jamestown for 3 years. After 
taking a business course in St. Paul 
she came West to her parents in 
Crossfield und later was placed on 
the staff of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce. 


In the December of 1918 she 
married Rowland Amery and with 
the exception of a year in Walla 
Walla, Washington, has resided in 
Crossfield—a period of 25 years.

Announcement was made by J. A.

Household Hints 


At this time uf year when vege~ 
tables such as cabbage, carrote 
turnips, ouions, beets and potatues 
have been in storage, they often 
ueed a little fussing up to make 
them more attractive, Far to oft- 
un the best part of vegetables is 
drained away, snd the best part 
means favor as we!] as minerals 
uecessary to a healthfuldiet. It is 
advisuble to cook vegetables with 
very little water or by such methods 
as baking, steaming or escalloping. 
All food value is then retained. 

The .following recipes are some 
uf the ways in which to serve these 
vegetables. 

Hot Cabbage Salad 

4 cups shredded cabbaye 

1 cup boiling water 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 tablespoons butter 

4 tablespoons vinegar 

2 tablespoons flour 

Cook cabbage in a closely covered 
saucepan in boiling salted water 6 
minutes. Drain. In another pan 
melt butter, add Hour and stir until 
smooth, Add hot water from cooked 
cabbage, t hen vinegar. Cook 3 
miuutes. Add cabbage. 

Onion Upside Down Cake 

(This is particularly good with 

roast beef) 

3 cups onions 2 cups flour 

l-egg 1-2 cup milk 

2] 2 teaspoons baking powder 

4 tablespvons shortening 

Peel and slice onions in a greased 
baking pan. Dot with 2 tablespoons 
shortening. Sift flour and baking 
powder. Beat egg. Add milk and 2 
shortening, melted. 
Stir into flour, Pour over onions 
and bake.
